Three Hew Monuments on Get- 


tysburg Field. 


General IL S. 
Huidekoper, 
chair­ 
man of the Pennsylvania Gettysburg 
Monuments Commission, was in Get­ 
tysburg to-day in connection with the 
arrangements for the erection of the 
three new statues to 
Generals Hum­ 
phreys, Hays and Geary. 
During his 
stay a t the Eagle Hotel he discussed 
the 
probability of 
the 
monuments 
being dedicated next Spring. He said, 
"We expect two of the statues to be 
here in December and the 
other 
in 
March. 
It is possible that they may 
all be dedicated on April 9, 1915. This 
is Appomattox Day and the 
fiftieth 
anniversary of Lee’s surrender. 
It is 
likely that Grand 
Army 
posts 
all 
over the country will have some spe­ 
cial service on that day and the dedi­ 
cation at that time would seem to be 
a fitting arrangement". 
General Huidekoper is highly pleas­ 
ed with the three statues 
and in the 
report of the 
commission 
which 
is 
now printed and will be 
issued some 
lime in December he says 
that 
the 
commission feel the 
artistic work on 
the 
statues 
is equal 
to 
anything 
shown on the battlefield. 
The work of the 
commission 
has 
l>een prosecuted steadily and the con­ 
tractor is 
expected 
to 
have these 
three new monuments in place before 
Appomattox Day, the 
possible 
date 
of dedication.

OLD TEACHERS 


Aaron Sheely and Calvin Hamilton 


Eulogized at Morning Session of 


the 
Institute. 
High 
Tributes 


Paid to their Lives. 


Striking tributes w'ere 
paid to the 
lives of 
Aaron 
Sheely 
and 
Calvin 
Hamilton ac this morning’s session of 
the Adams County 
Teachers’ 
Insti­ 
tute. The memorial service 
took 
the 
place of the usual 
devotional 
exer­ 
cises and addresses 
w'ere 
made 
by 
William McSherry Esq., and 
Dr. 
T. 
C. Billheimer. 
Mr. McSherry told 
briefly of the 
life and work of Mr. Sheely. “ He led 
one of the grandest 
lives ever spent 
in our community", the speaker said. 
"All that I know of 
him is good and 
a1! that I know' of him is 
true. 
For 
almost a quarter of a 
century he di­ 
rected the public schools of this coun­ 
ty, term following term as the direct­ 
ors expressed their renewed confi­ 
dence in his ability. It was a just tri­ 
bute to him and an honor to Pennsyl­ 
vania College when that 
institution 
conferred upon 
him 
the decree 
of 
mazier of arts." 
The 
speaker 
then 
told 
of 
Mr. 
Sheely’s devotion to his books and of 
his love for his 
family. 
The 
great 
pride he took in the success of his son, 
the late W. Clarence Sheely Esq., wa* 
recited and Mr. McSherry then closed 
with a glowing tribute to the teaching 
profession and its importance. 
Dr. T. C. Billheimer was introduced 
to speak of Mr. Hamilton. He said in 
part: 
"It has l*een said 
that 
you 
must 
travel with a man to 
learn \Vhat he 
really is; that it is 
in 
this 
relation 
that a person shows whatever bad or 
good they have in them. But I believe 
we may learn just, as 
well 
what 
a 
person’s characteristics are by 
their 
conduct in business 
relations. 
With 
the late Calvin Hamilton I was asso­ 
ciated in four different ways. 
“We were fellow directors 
in 
the 
Evergreen 
Cemetery 
Association. 
Here he manifested the greatest inter­ 
est and concern in 
the care of the 
property. 
No tombstone uncared for, 
no broken limb, no undesired 
weed, 
failed to receive his prompt attention. 
"Again, in the board of directors of 
the Gettysburg 
Building Association 
I saw him. Here he W'as more careful 
in the disposition of 
other 
people’;: 
money than he would have been with 
his own. In all the history of this as­ 
sociation ii has never 
had a director 
more 
conscientious, 
more 
straight 
forward, or more honorable. 
"We were fellow members 
of 
the 
Grand Army Post, where the old vet­ 
erans love to gather and tell of 
the 
incidents and accidents of the war, of 
their victories and their misfortunes, 
yet only once I heard 
Mr. 
Hamilton 
tell of any of his own experiences and 
that was simply to relate how he had 
refused to allow a surgeon to ampu­ 
tate his leg. His modesty was one ot 
his delightful characteristics. 
“As a member of the school board 
he gave the value of his experience 
as a teacher. He was loyal 
and 
de­ 
voted to the public schools of Gettys­ 
burg, keenly alive to 
their interests 
and to everything that would promote 
their welfare and the 
welfare of the 
pupils and teachers. 
"Truly he was an all-’round man." 
The w-ork of the 
morning 
session 
immediately followed 
the 
memorial 
exercises.

Yves (iuyot, a French economist of 
high reputation, and at one time Minis­ 
ter of Public Work*, has subjected all 
sort* of public administration of busi­ 
ness enterprises, in many countries, to 
a destructive 
criticism 
and 
analysis 
Where cneonomies have been effected 
they usually amount to transferring tin 
cost of a public utility from the person* 
who use it to the general body of tax 
flayer*. 
In most cases the appearance 
of very favorable 
financial 
result* i* 
aieompushed 
by 
leaving out of the 
statement charges for capital including 
depreciation. There arc broad political 
reasons for making tile postal service 
Government monopoly. 
Experience in 
our cities lias generally been favorable 
fur the rn un ici pall/.at ion of water work*.

T is la tte r to have a variety of pick­ 
les than a great quantity of one 
kind. 
The housewife who keep* 
this in m ind and adds novel as well as 
toothsome relishes to her store may 
collut on the appreciation of a grate fill' 
family. 
Even the best of condiments 
served too often cease to tempt. 
An Old Time Recipe. 
Sliced Cucumber Pickles.—Take two 
dozen 
large cucumbers which 
have 
been sliced aud boiled for an bour In 
vinegar enough to cover. 
Set aside iu 
the hot vinegar. 
To each gallon of 
t old vinegar allow a pound of sugar, 
a tablespoonful of cinnamon, a table­ 
spoonful of ginger, a tablespoonful of 
black pepper, a tablespoonful of celery 
seed, a teaspoonful of mace, a tea­ 
spoonful of allspice, a teaspoonful of 
cloves, a tablespoonful of turmeric, a 
tablespoonful of scraped horseradish. 
a tablespoonful of sliced garlic and 
half a teaspoonful of cayenne pepper. 
Put In the cucumbers and stew two 
hours. 
Something of a Novelty. 
Lemon Pickle.—Peel very thinly six 
lemons; take off the white and cut the 
pulp Into slices, faking out the seeds. 
Put the peel and pulp Into a Jar. sprin­ 
kle between them two ounces of salt, 
cover tile Jar. and let it stand three 
days. 
Boll in a quart of vinegar six 
cloves, three blades of mace, tw o or 
three sbalots and two ounces of bruis­ 
ed m u stard seeds. 
Pour it. boiling. 
over the lemons Iii the jar. and when 
’ cold cover. 
In a month strain aud bot­ 
tle th e liquor, aud the lemons may lie 
eaten as pickle. The above Is a useful 
sauce, especially for veal cutlets aud 
minced veal. 
N asturtium Pickles.—Pick tile nas­ 
turtium seeds green. 
Leave a short 
stem on them aud place them in a 
weak solution of salt and water, then 
soak t tic rn In fresh water for a May. 
Place them in bottles and cover with 
bolling vinegar. 
Tit* covers over tho 
bottles an d store for a month before 
using. 
These are an excellent substi­ 
tute for capers. 
Delicious With Ccid Meat. 
Pickled W hite Onions.—Peel onion*, 
which should be fine white ones. and 
let them stand in strong brine for four 
days, changing twice In the meantime. 
Bruin and put Into n kettle of bolling 
w ater for ten minutes; remove and put 
into cold water. 
I.enva them there for

How to Obtain the Best Results With 
Apples, Potatoes, Etc. 
lion't place tipple*. J wit a toes and root 
crops in the same pit for w inter stor 
age. 
Better still, use the cave fur 
Muring fruits and vegetables, says I>. 
IT Lewis, assistant in horticulture In 
the Kansas State Agricultural college 
A large per cent of the caves on farm s 
an* suitable for storing fruit lf a ven­ 
tilating system is installed. 
The la-st 
Ventilating system consists of three 
openings m ade'of tile in the roof aud 
covered with A shaped boards to keep 
tin- rain out. 
To perfect this m anner 
of ventilation there should be opening* 
in the floor, which connect with a tile 
running to the outer air. 
Maintaining a constant tem perature 
of about bd degrees F. will give the 
best results in such a cave. 
The cave 
should be located ujsni ground which 
Is well drained, and a northeast front 
Is preferred, although an cast front Is 
better than a west or south front. 
Apples, 
root 
crops 
aud 
potatoes 
should never be stored in the same pit. 
lf the pit tv ] a- of storage is used I bi­ 
location should Is- carefully selected 
where the pit will have good drainage. 
In preparing tin- pit it is best to dig 
from four to eighteen inches Into the 
ground, as this will give a more even 
tem perature than if tin- vegetables un ­ 
placed on tile top of the ground. 
The 
riels style of pit is best adapted for 
storing large quantities. 
A 
trench 
should be dug around the pit which 
will carry off surface water. 
Never put s|>oilo<l or wormy prod­ 
ucts iii the pit. 
The fruit or vegeta­ 
bles should be covered with enough 
straw or grass to form two inches of 
insulation after tile soil is in place. 
lf the pit is ll I Psi early in the year it 
is l>est to use slough grass or cane 
fielder to shed water.

Enough dirt should be used 
to prevent freezing 
A two Inch pipe 
should run from the outside to the 
1-ottom v t the pit to serve as a ven­ 
tilator.

POPULAR MECHANICS 


The Lowest Organ Note. 
A most remarkable accomplishment 
iii the acoustics of music, as told by 
Science Conspectus, is tin* iustulhitloi 
of a 128 foot stop In an organ in Indw­ 
ell, Mass., which produce* a tone un 
octave lower than has ever been known 
before and which is indicated musical­ 
ly as CCCCt'C. 
To understand what 
this means It may be said that a thirty- 
two foot pipe vibrates sixteen times a 
second ut Its lowest note ((’CCC), and 
this is very near the point below which 
vibrations cease to form a continuous 
sound, while a 128 foot pipe vibrates 
but four times a second when produc­ 
ing Its lowest sound 
It was found, 
however, that ii group of pipes giving 
overtones could bo arranged to pro­ 
duce when sounded together a synthet­ 
ic tone, and by this means stop* pro­ 
ducing the effect of a sixt\ four foot 
pipe ha‘ve b<*en built without requiring 
the use of a pipe of that length, and 
now iii the sam e way this monster 128 
foot stop has appeared, which is de­ 
scribed 
as 
"a 
mighty 
atmospheric 
throb of most awesome majesty." 
In­ 
deed. it would seem flint Its tones must 
ba rather felt than heard.
